Pork Chops Drop From 
72 to 55 Cents at One

A downward trend in meat 
Prices was evident today, with 
some cuts retailing near or below 
former ceiling levels. 

One large food center which sold 
pork chops for 72 cents a pound 
last Saturday had reduced the 
price to 55 cents; the old ceiling 
price was 45 cents. Beef chuck 
roast, which sold for 26 to 50 cents 
a pound upder OPA, was reduced 
from 47 to 44 cents. 

Another food center reduced 
most cuits from 5 to 10 cents a 
pound, Lamb loin chops, on which 
the ceiling price was 78 cents, were 
cdown to 70; T-bone steak, 62. cents 
under price control, was marked 
8% cents, and sirloin steak, which 
#old at a ceiling price of 53 cents, 
was reduced from 90 to 80 cents. 

A smaller store announced it 
was reducini its beef prices 10 
cents a pound as the result of a 
comparable reduction in the 
wholesale price on hindquarters. 
In a number of markets, leg of 
lamb continued to sell at 5 cents 
below the former ceiling price of 
54 cents. , 

Supplies were plentiful, and 
dealers had predicted that prices 
this week would drop at least 10 
per cent.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
The balloting in 16 key states ap- 
pears likely to chart the nation’s 
legislative course for the next two 
years when upward of 35,000,000 
voters choose tomorrow among 
more than 1000 candidates for na- 
tional and state offices. 
Spokesmen for both sides, not- 
ing prospects that the vote will 
total some 7,000,000 more than in 
the last off-year election of 1942, 
interpreted the prospective heavy 
tournout as favorable for their 
candidates. 

The 16 key states, stretching 
from Massachusetts to California, 
hold the major share of close con- 
tests which will determine Demo- 
cratic or Republican control of the 
House and Senate in the Eightieth

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP) - 
Treasury figures showed today the 
Government finished the first four 
months of the current fiscal year 
with a deficit of $300,841,791.

The debt on Oct. 31 was re- 
ported as $263,917,666,707, but that 
figure did not take into account a 
two-billion-dollar cash redemption 
of securities which matured Nov.

Gallup Predicts G.O.P. Victory. 
At Princeton, N.J., Dr. George 
Gallup, director of the American 
Institute of Public Opinion, an- 
nounced that results of his latest 
nation-wide survey indicated vic- 
tory for Republicans in the con- 
test for control of the House. 
Results of surveys among 25,744 
persons in selected areas, chosen 
to reflect national popular vote 
division, were announced as: 58 
per cent for Republican congres- 
sional candidates, 42 per cent for 
Democratic candidates. 

Final poll figures jn the New 
York race for Governor were: 61 
per cent for Gov, Thomas E. 
Dewey, Republican, and 39 per 
cent for Senator James M. Mead, 
Democrat. Figures in the Ohio 
contest for Senator were: 60 per 
cent for former Gov. John W. 
Bricker, Republican, and 40 per 
cent for Senator James Huffman, 
Democrat. 

Nine Key Senate Races. 
With both major parties making 
their usual last-minute victory 
claims, attention centered on a 
final Republican drive to wrest 
nine Senate seats from the Demo- 
crats. Added to those which they 
claim already are in the bag, the 
nine would give the G.O.P, con- 
trol of the Senate for the first 
time since the New Deal came into 
power. 

These seats are in New York, 
Massachusetts, Missouri, Idaho, 
Montana, Washington, West Vir- 
ginia, Wyoming and New Mexico. 
Democrats insist they not only will 
win in these races, but are un- 
willing to concede that the Re- 
publicans have a better than even 
chance to take over in Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware and Wisconsin. 
In the hope of cashing in on 
what many observers have called 
a trend against the “ins,” the 
Democrats have gone out after 
Republican-held Senate places in 
Kentucky and California with 
what they contend are fair pros- 
pects of winning both.

In the House, the Republicans 
now have 192 members, They need 
to retain all of these or equivalent 
districts and gain 26 for the 218 
which marks a clear majority. 
The Democrats, with 235 mem- 
bers, could lose a net of 17 and 
still,maintain control, There are 
six vacancies and two minor 
parties now represented among

Problems of Palestine. 
The spokesman said: 

1. Byrnes notified Bevin that 
he was taking over from Presi- 
dent Truman the handling of 
the Palestine problem and want- 
ed to see here whether the Unit- 
ed States could contribute to a 
solution. This suggested the pos- 
sibility of a more active effort 
by the American government to 
get Jewish refugees into the 
Holy Land. The question here- 
| tofore has been handled by di-

2. Byrnes also reviewed with

Byrnes View of Reich Job.

Byrnes had no comment on ar- 
rival, except that he expected to 
get in touch with the other con 
'ferees before the formal sessions 
started. However, it was learned 
that he has strong hopes of mak~ 
ing an effective start here on ‘ 
what American officials refer to 
as the “German question.” This, in 
Byrnes'’s view, covers two main 
problems. 

First, he is anxious to push 
his proposal for a 40-year treaty 
among the Allies to keep Ger- 
many disarmed and under sure 
veillance. 

Second, he is desirous of get- 
| ting agreement with the other 
| powers on an approach to the 
| long-range future of Germany 
by having deputies of the four 
ministers begin work on the 
eventual peace settlements. 

At Paris it was agreed that dur- 
ing the ministers’ meeting in New 
York the German question would 
be taken up about Nov. 20 and 
the western powers’ representa- 
tives are counting on this. It does 
not mean, in the American view, 
that the satellite treaties have to 
he finished by that time, but that 
they might be put aside for a 
time while Germany was dis- 
cussed. 

Major Issues Still Remain. 
The four foreign ministers’ 
presence here and the sessions of

Calls for ‘Eternal Mem- 
ory to Great President’ 
as Delegates Visit Hyde 
Park.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Nov. 4 
(AP)—Russian Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov yesterday laid a 
wreath on the grave of Franklin 
D. , Roosevelt at this national 


shrine and then issued a state 
ment calling for “etérnal memory 
to the great President.” 

Molotov stepped to the grave 
after Paul-Henri Spaak, president 
of the United Nations Assembly, 
placed flowers for the U. N. 

Delegates from the 51 United 
Nations, including many of the 
world’s top diplomats, clustered 
around the monument in the rose 
garden of the Roosevelt home for 
the ceremony and bowed their 
heads in silent tribute. 

Molotov made his oral statement 
to reporters later in the midst of 
a tour of the library. There after 
reading a copy of the 
agreement providing a second 
front in World War II, he paused 
to say: 

“I feel that the sentiment of 
the Soviet delegation can be best 
expressed in the following terms: 
‘Eternal memory to the great 
President Franklin Roosevelt.’ 
These are the words which I 
would like to utter in Hyde Park.” 

The wreath which Molotov 
placed on the grave was in- 
scribed: 

“From V. M. Molotov, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of the U.8.S.R.” 

China, Venezuela, Canada, Yugo- 
slavia and Nicaragua also had 
floral pieces on the grave, but 
they were not laid by representa- 
tives of the countries. 

Molotov personally placed his 
wreath, lugging it over an ad- 
joining flower bed with the help 
of Andrei Y. Vishinsky, deputy 
minister of foreign affairs. The 
Soviet delegation to the ceremo- 
nies also included Andrei A. Gro- 
myko, permanent representative 
to the Security Council, and Niko- 
lai V. Novikov, Soviet Ambassador 
to Washington. 

The afternoon’s ceremonies 
opened with a welcoming speech 
by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
from the steps of the family 
home. 

She reminded the diplomats 
that her husband was born and 
lived as a child in the house and 
said she hoped “this visit will give 
something of his spirit of friend- 
ly feeling toward all nations.” 

Spaak, speaking for the United 
Nations, said he admired and 
loved the late President even “be- 
fore he became the great inter- 
national man he was.” 

“He was a great man in this 
country but even a greater man 
in the world,” Spaak declared. 
“These delegations represent the 
feeling of the people of the 
world,” 

After the addresses and the 
wreath-laying, the crowd of some 
300 delegates and advisers strolled 
through the grounds in a proceés- 
sion, later being escorted through 
the home by Mrs. Roosevelt and 
through the library by federal 
guards. The delegates visited the 
estate on the invitation of Mrs. 
Roosevelt. 

As the final event, delegates 
were entertained at tea by Mrs. 
Roosevelt at her nearby cottage. 

As the delegates prepared to 
leave, Mrs. Roosevelt shook hands 
with Molotov. Upon appeals by 
tardy photographers to repeat, 
Mrs. Roosevelt laughingly clasped 
Molotov’s hand again, and said 
to the photographers: 

“If there were dictators here, it 
would be you boys.”

Protestant churches in a special 
interdenominational Reformation 
Day service at Kiel Aud:torium. 
The service was sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Church Federation 
of St. Louis and its 15 member de- 
nominations. 

A crowd of more than 12,000 
persons heard the Rev. Dr. Ralph 
W. Sockman, pastor of Christ 
Methodist Church, New York, term 
greater co-operation among Protes- 
tant, Catholic and Jewish churches 
in the United States essential to 
the attainment of world peace. 

The curtain which normally 
separates the Opera House and 
Convention Hall of the auditorium 
was pulled up to combine the two 
portions of the building into one 
large hall with a stage in the 
middle. A combined choir of 2000 
sat on the stage with the speakers. 

The service was held to com- 
memorate the act which is gener- 
ally considered to represent the 
beginning of the Reformation and 
which led to the founding of 
Protestantism. On Oct. 31, 1517, 
Martin Luther nailed to the door 
of the Castle church in Wiiten- 
berg, Germany, his 95 theses at- 
tacking the granting of papal in- 
dulgences. 

Peace by Conference. 


Dr. Sockman said that peace 
can be achieved only by confer- 
ence. Churchmen, he declared 
must set an example for states- 
men. 

“Unless nations can learn to set- 
tle their differences by conference 
rather than by conflict, we human 
beimes have little chance of sur- 
Vival in this atomic age,” he said. 
“Truly, it is one world or no 
world. In the United Nations, ‘the 
hopes and fears of all thegyears 
are met in America at this mo- 
ment. 

“Protestant, Roman Catholic 
and Jewish leaders should set one 
example to the world by getting 
together in conference and co- 
operation instead of resorting to 
controversy and conflict. We must 
Gemonstrate a greater spirit of 
unity than we ask of the nations.” 

Americans, he declared, have a 
#pecial responsibility to assist in 
the effort for a united world. 

“As citizens of the world’s 
strongest nation, we must use our 
strength wisely without throwing 
it around, we must te patient 
with peoples that are inept in 
diplomacy, we must help the little 
mations without hurting them,” he 
gaid. “It is up.to us to demon- 
strate the difference between 
greatness and bigness.” 

Dr. Sockman said that, despite 
mumerous instances of collabora- 
tion between individual religious 
groups, “the clergy and hierarchy 
often fail to join in concerted ef- 
forts to cure such common evils 
as juvenile delinquency, organized 
vice and social injustice.” 

He told the Protestants they 
must lead in the promotion of 
co-operation and good will because 
they are in the majority in the 
United States. But, to be effec- 
tive, he said, collective action be- 
tween members of different re- 
ligions must be carried out with- 
©ut condescension or controversy. 

Respect for Motives, 

“Christian good will and co-op- 
@ration require respect for the 
motives as well as the rights of 
those at variance with ourselves,” 
he said. “Jesus said, ‘Judge not, 
that ye be not judged.’ We must 
-accord to those who differ with 
us the sume sincerity and high- 
mindedness which we claim for 
ourselves, 

“It is pretty hard for two 
parties to team together in any 
enterprise if one thinks the other 
‘is headed for perdition.” 

In a reference to recent ex- 
e¢hanges between Protestant and 
Catholic leaders, Dr. Sockman 
urged a sharing of religious views 
by members of different faiths in 
quiet discussions. 

“Without frank and brotherly 
¢onference without controversy,” 
he said, “differences between re- 
ligious groups often deteriorate 
into public controversy. The truth 
as it is in Christ is too vast for 
any one group of human beings 
to claim a monopoly of it.” 

Request to Catholic Church, 

He asked the Catholic Church 
to drop its injunction against com- 
mon prayer with Protestants, 

“We adore the same God,” he 
paid. “We are grateful for the 
same divine goodness. We plead 
for the same forgiving grace. We 
are saved by the same Christ. Why 
can we not pray together corpo-

“Man’s reconcilia- 
tion with God,” he said, “is some- 
thing which sinful man can neith- 
er initiate nor earn, but which he 
may joyfully accept as a freely 
offered gift. Luther realized that 
the divine favor which he was 
seeking to earn had already been 
granted him by God _ through 
Christ.” 

Dr. Sockman said Protestants, 
believing in a living Christ ever 
present, believe that “Christ ‘ever 
liveth to make intercession’ for 
us. We feel the need of no other 
intercessor or mediator. We also 
believe that the sacrifice of 
Christ’s death upon the cross does 
not need to be repeated in the 
ceremony of the mass.” 


Bible Interpretation. 


Protestants hold, the minister 
said, that ecclesiastical authority 
is not necessary to interpret the 
Bible. He termed “the open Bible 
a chief bulwark of brotherhood 
and democracy for this our land.” 

Belief in a living personal faith 
ever free is derived from the 
Protestant tenets of the universal 
priesthood of believers and the 
right of private judgment, Dr. 
Sockman said, 

“If God is ever accessible and 
Christ is ever present;” he de- 
clared, “then every individual 
Christian is his own priest. Prot- 
estants are not divided into two 
categories—those who impart di- 
vine grace and those who receive 
it, 

“This is a high challenge and 
unless we live up to it, we Prot- 
estants are open to the charge 
that we have secularized the 
sacred without sanctifying the 
secular. The Protestant laity must 
prove itself worthy of its spiritual 
priesthood by a more consecrated 
devotion to duty and more con- 
sistent study of churchmanship. 


“Granted the risks involved in 
the right of private judgment, it 
is the price me must pay for de- 
mocracy, Our democratic way of 
life can exist only if individual 
conscience and mind are kept free 
from dictation.

A nation- 
wide alarm had been broadcast 
for Milistein, one of those in- 
volved in a check-cashing forgery 
perpetrated on the Mergenthaler 
Linotype Co. by W. Arthur Nickel, 
40-year-old Freeport (N.Y.) cash- 
jer

Milistein’s Alleged Role. 

According to police, Millstein 
Was the one who enlarged on a 
gecheme devised by Nickel and 
Isadore Rappaport, New York 
business man and ex-convict, by 
which small peculations grew into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Milistein was arrested as Dis- 
trict Attorney Miles McDonald 
went hefore the Kings county 
grand jury to ask for indictment 
of the principals in the case. 
Several Mergenthaler executives 
were expected to present evidence 
and it was indicated it’ might be 
geveral days before any indict- 
ments are handed down. 

Detectives had been searching 
for Millstein since Friday night 
when they went to a hotel and 
found that he had fled hurriedly. 
Three expensive suitcases were in 
his room. They had been partly 
packed. 

Nickel on Way to New York. 

Nickel, the center of the huge 
fraud, was being returned from 
Miami Beach, Fla., where he had 
been arrested after fleeing from 
New York. He was expected here 
tomorrow morning. 

Nickel’s wife, Grace, was not 
expected to be called before the 
grand jury, according to late plans 
of the District Attorney. Nickel 
had given her two mink coats 
and $40,000 in jewelry, authorities 
said, but apparently she had no 
knowledge of her husband's illegal 
activities.

Julius Helfand disclosed also that

Nickel met his partners in the 
swindle only once a week and it 
was the partners who entertained 
women there. 

(The Associated Press said Mc- 
Donald explained that the women 
who visited Nickel, three or four 
at a time, were believed to have 
acted as “cover-up” messengers for 
principals in the embezzlement. 
Nickel had a “good reputation’: at 
the hotel and never entertained 
after midnight or spent the night 
there, McDonald said.) 

The district attorney’s office 
picked up all records of two firms, 
the Ultima Optical Co. and the 
Ultima Frozen Foods Co., and the 
personal records of the companies’ 
president, Rappaport. 

Rappaport, an ex-convict, is one 
of the three persons under arrest 
in the swindle.

sion had only 3000 to 4000 hunt- 
ers out on last Friday, the first 
day of the hunt. Saturday after-/ 
noon, the drenched huntsmen 
were leaving camp for the warmth 
of their homes, according to con- 
servation agents. 

But the kill for those with “the 
stuff” to stick to the hunting was 
rewarding, says Charles Callison, 
commission official who made the 
rounds of most of the 21 coun- 
ties in which the shooting took 
place. 

“Agents report the hunters were 
not out, on the average, for more 
than six hours of the two-day 
hunt,” Callison stated.” Not more 
than 75 deer were killed in Gas- 
conade county, which in 1945 re- 
ported 142 killed.” 

He said “approximately 1000 
deer—legal and _ illegal — were 
killed last year in a three-day 
season, compared with the 700 
this year. 

He said in Gasconade county 
“a number of disappointed hunt- 
ers seemed anxious for the com- 
mission to extend the season over 
yesterday, but that was impossi- 
ble,” Callison explained, “because 
we must file our regulations with 
the Secretary of State and there's 
a 10-day wait involved.” 

St. Genevieve county which was 
second high in kill in 1945, re-

PEIPING, Nov. 4 (AP) — The

Chefoo exploded today into a full- 
scale campaign for the _ entire 
Shantung province, while across 
the Gulf of Chihli the Nationalists 
swiftly were squeezing the Chinese 
Communist Army out of Manchu- 
ria’s Liaotung peninsula. 

Loss of Shantung, one of the 
Chinese Reds’ principal strong- 
holds in North China, would be 
a severe blow. 

As Government troops continued 
their assault on Chefoo, the Com- 
munists’ principal port in Shan- 
tung, other of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s armies launched 
a campaign against the Tsingtao- 
Tsinan railroad, 120 miles south. 
Government sources said the Na- 
tionalists captured Pingtu, 54 
miles north of Tsingtao. 

Simultaneously, Communist re- 
inforcements from northern Ki- 
angsu province began moving into 
|Shantung, and fighting was re- 
ported at several placeg along their 
route, * 


A separate Government offen- 
sive had moved quietly down Liao- 
tung peninsula to within 30 miles 
of Russian-held Dairen, and the 
Nationalists were awaiting Soviet 
permission to enter that port. 
Dairen, one possible major north- 
ern terminus of the Chinese Com- 
munists’ Liaotung-Shantung sea 
lane, is only 85 miles from the 
nearest Shantung shore. 

In the Shantung fighting, Na- 
tionalist troops reportedly took 
Yehsien, 85 airline miles south- 
west of embattled Chefoo and 
were meeting fresh Communist 
assaults at points as much as 40 
miles beyond Yehsien. Other Gov- 
ernment units were reported. bat- 
tling for Weihaiwei, some 40 miles 
east of Chefoo, 

Chefoo itself was hit by am- 
phibious forces from the sea, and 
fighting inside the city was con- 
tinuing.

The main points of that policy 
are as follows: 

1. Economic unification of Ger- 
many under the Potsdam formula, 
or any substitute that can be de- 
vised. 


The British welcomed unifica- 
tion with the American zone, not 
as a gesture of British-American 
solidarity, but because they ex- 
pected to receive practical imme- 
diate benefits in lessening the 
strain on the chaotic economy of 
their zone. As the custodians of 
the most distressed area of Ger- 
many, they would like to share 
their burden to whatever extent 
may be possible with the keepers 
of the other zones. 

2. They want a revision of the 
Level-of-Industry plan agreed on 
last March, over their protests, to 
allow Germany to produce more 
steel and the resulting consumer 
goods than is now planned, 


Such a revision, they say, is 
essential if Germany is to be made 
self-supporting. In view of Rus- 
sia’s shift from demanding fac- 
tories as reparations to demand- 
ing manufactured goods, now the- 
oretically prohibited by Potsdam, 
the British realize that there is 
the possibility of a deal: a higher 
level of industry in exchange for 
legalizing reparations from cur- 
rent production for Russia. 


3. Some of the Britésh top offi- 
cials are urging that Britain and 
the United States extend short- 
term credits to Germany to fi- 
nance the importation of food and 
raw materials to speed the revival 
of German industry.

5. They hope to see develop in 
time a political regime which will 
try to remake Germany according 
to something approaching the 
philosophy of Britain’s Labor Gov- 
ernment. 

They think they discern such a 
political trend in Germany already, 
and they are prepared to encour- 
age it all they can. They are con- 
vinced that Communism has no 
great strength among the German 
people and can be rammed down 
their throats only by force, which 
they feel sure no nation would 
now attempt.

Here we 
have industrial production, as 
measured by the Federal Re- 
serve, at a peacetime high; so 
are earnings. But the price in- 
vestors and speculators are will-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Communism Loses Out in Iowa,” by 
Ciatissa Start, in the Oct. 27 issue of the 
Everyday Magazine inthe Post-Dispatch, 
is an excellent exatnple of misirterpre- 
tation of facts if order to bolster our 
présent sickly ecotiomic order. 

The article states that the Amana So- 
elety “finally turned to capitalism as & 
better way of life.” I find little in the 
story to indicate a capitalist society. 
Migs Start must have confused Social- 
ism and capitalism, or at any rate co- 
operative society and capitalism. She 
estates that the Arianas are “stockhold- 
ers in a@ $2,000,000 corporation,” which 
is gurely more co-operative enterprise 
than so-called “free enterprise.” 

The description of the Amana Society 
does hot éoificide with the flourishing 
capitalism about us. For instance: 
“Workers began operating wider thé 
American plen of earned income and 
owned property.”—How many American 
workers own property? “Stock wae dis- 
tributed to members on the basis of their 
years of servicé . . ."~Goody, goody! 
just think of all the stock that is owed 
to us other capitalist workers. “.. . Mefn- 
bers were permitted to buy homes and 
within three years every dwelling house 
e+ » Was privately owned.”—Well, we're 
permitted to buy them for twice what 
they're worth, and they are privately 
owned, but not chiefly by the workers. 

The description of the Amana capital- 
ist médical set-up interests me: “We 
kept free medical care, frea hospitaliza- 
tion, free burial, and in caAsés where 
special afid experisive medicines are 
needed, the society furnishes those, too.” 
So says oné Amaria doctor. Another is 
quoted: “Now we are on 4 salary basis 
for the society, but we have our outside 
practice with our own independent in- 
comes, too.” I don’t think the Américan 
Medical Association would care for the 
Amana idea of capitalist medicine. 

Socialists believe in ownership by the 
gtate, and democratic control of the 
means of distribution and production 
which affect large numbers of people. 
The Amanas on the other hand (or is 
it the other hand?) have this practice: 
“While the larger companies are owned 
by the eorporation (i.e., the people), the 
mumber of smaller individually-owned 
companies is constantly increasing.” 
Statistics show that the small businesses 
in the United States dre decreasing. 

Miss Start is an amusing writer, and 
personally I like her idea of capitalism— 
but 1 don’t think the NAM would.

The Mandate Question 


Some 13,000,000 people live in the territories 
taken from Germany and Turkey at the close of 
the First World War and from Italy and Japan 
at the end of the recent war. Set against the 
whole population of the world, the number is 
not large, but their treatment offers a peculiar 
test of the ideals of the victors against those of 
the vanquished. 

The fate of these people, moreover, diréctly 
affects the lives of 300,000,000 others—nearly a 
sixth of the world’s poptulation—who live in non- 
self-governing colonies. If the captured territo- 
ries afte made models of humane administration, 
the effect will be felt in the various colonies— 
British, French, Dutch, Belgian anid American. 

A year or so ago, after résistance from some 
of the powers holding mandates from World 
War I, it was agreéd in the United Nations that 
a collective trusteeship should be set up over the 
colonies taken from Germany, Turkey, Italy and 
Japan in the two wars. Out of deference to the 
determination of the United States to fortify 
some of the Pacific islands, provision was made 
that trusteéships over strategic areas should be 
in the hands of one power only, and hot subject 
to inspection that would reveal the type of mili- 
tary installations. 

President Truman approved this arrangement 
last January. The Army and Navy protested that 
a sole trusteeship over the former Japanese is- 
lands in the Pacific was not enough, and insisted 
on outright ownership. Secretary of State Byrnes, 
with more respect for the nation’s long-range 
policy ahd commitments, stood out for trustee- 
ship, and only yesterday the President issued a 
new statement backing Secretary Byrnes. 

President Truman's firm stand was needed to 
save the UN trusteeship plan from the threat 
of collapse. 

The threat comes from the Union of South 
Africa, which, significantly, has perhaps the 
worst record of all the powers involved in the 
administration of its mafidate from World War I. 

In its mandate of Southwest Africa—one of 
Germany's richest colonies before the First 
World War — the Union of South Africa has 
treated the natives no better than it has treated 
its own 7,700,000 black men. These latter ate 
recruited by tricky methods for work in the gold 
mines, where they are imprisoned in compounds, 

tréated like well-groomed draft animals and paid 
46 cents a day. 

Those outside the compounds are denied the 
right to vote, subjected to a long list of economic 
hobbles, and kept in a state of abasement sim- 
ilar to that of the antebellum Negro in the South. 

Just now South Africa is embarrassed in the 
United Nations by protests from the Indian dele- 
gation against deprivation of rights enforced 
against the descendants of Indian coolie labor 
imported into South Africa a few decades ago. 
But the Negroes, who suffer infinitely more, are 
not permitted even the luxury of a protest. 

What is done with the mandate of Southwest 
Africa will set a precedent. If South Africa is 
permitted to withdraw Southwest Africa from 
the UN trusteeship pool, France and Belgium, 
which were never eager to surrender the right 
of uninhibited exploitation of their mandateés, 
will follow suit. Then the whole plan will crum- 
ble. 

If this happens, it will symbolize the collapse 
of the ideals this country fought for in both 
world wars. In the Atlantie Charter, the United 
Nations proposed a “better future for the world,” 
with “no aggrandizement (of the victors) terri- 
torial or other.” Territorial ehaftiges must “‘ac- 
cord with the freely expressed wishes of the 
people concerned.” : 

On the economic side, all states, large or small, 
victor and vanquished, weré to “have access, on 
equal terms, to the tradé and the raw materials 
of the world which are needed for their eco- 
homic prosperity.” If individual national maf- 
dates are again permitted, all these pledges will 
become fiction. . 

The record on mandates after the First World 
War shows that the native peoples will not be 
protected unless there is a colleetive trustee- 
ship, with adequate inspection by an impartial 
commission and with a full guaratitee of the 
right of petition for the redress of grievances. 

The Union of South Africa should not be per- 
mitted to overthtow the enlightened plan al- 
ready agreed upon. The United Nations should 
move to fulfill the pledges of the Atlantic Char- 
ter.

All he will get will be $10 
a month for domestic and $15 for foreign serv- 
ice—cash, in other words. He is now getting 
short-term borids in the terminal leave pay voted 
him by Congress, so the chief argument for the 
bonus proposal, at the time of its submission by 
the Legislature, has since been removed. 

If the lllinoéis bonus earries, the veteran will 
be paying for it dearly and for a long time to 
come. He has not been told this by its advocates 
but he will find himself in the small lean busi- 
ness lending to himself now and foreed to pay 
it back over the years. 

The Hlinois ballot also coritains a new version 
of the “gateway” amendment to ease the severe 
restriction on amending the State Constitution. 
Experience shows that it is almost impossible to 


pass an amendment, no matter how desirable. 
This is because amendments require, not a ma- 
jority of those voting on the proposition, but of 
all those voting in the election. The pending 
proposition would bring the amending process 
into general conformity with that of other 
states.

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The End of J. P. Courts 


Wasteful, inefficient and producing con- 
tempt rather than respect for law. 


That was what a special committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association e¢alled a “moderate” 
judgment on our Justice of the Peace Courts 
fivé yéars ago. Sincé they had jurisdiction in 
claims up to $750 they were the courts in which 
thousands of St. Louisans brought their civil 
suits. They were, as they were often called, 
“the poor man’s courts.” Their true importance 
could be seen in two ways—in terms of the low 
income of the litigants and in terms of the ag- 
gtegate of sums involved. 

Yet conditions in these courts were so lax, so 
inefficient, so haphazard, so rife with personali- 
tiés and polities as to catise representative mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Bar to denounce them in 
the words quoted above. 

Successive Legislatures did nothing to bring 
about improvement, although each session was 
urged to act and was well supplied with the 
reasons for doing so. Finally, the Constitutional 
Cofivention took a hand. It abolished the J.P. 
courts outright and did away with their out- 
moded fee system. In their place, we now have 
nine Magistrates elected in as many districts. 
To attract men of higher caliber to the posts, 
salaries of $6000 a year were provided. 

St. Louis really doés not have these new 
Magistrates yet, In fact, it elécts its first group 
tomorrow from a field of 18 nominéés. How 
well the new system works will be determined 
chiefly by the quality of the Magistrates them- 
selves. Before going to the polls, each voter 
should check in advance the party choices in 
his district arid make his sélection without re- 
gard to political affiliation. The records of all 
have appeared in the Post-Dispatch Voters’ 
Guide. 
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A Venture in Radio Service 


Radio Station WQQW is starting up in Wash- 
ington as a small venture in high-grade public 
sérvice. To experienced radio men, it may seem 
to bé an @xperiment in idealism. They will cer- 
tainly be confounded if the experiment pays off. 

WQQW intends to have only four one-minute 
advertising announcements an hour, none of them 
conjuring up offensive picturés of physical ail- 
ments. Edward M, Brecher, general manager, 
says that “plug-uglies, of which the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and others have been critical, will 
be banned.” Beyond that, the station Fepes to 
stress good music, educational programs and 
free use of the air for discussion of major public 
issues. 

Admittedly, WQQW is a test of how far radio 
can go beyond direct dollar interest. But since 
it will be a small station, and since it will serve 
the urbane audience of the nation’s capital, it 
should find responsive listeners, and wield an 
influence greater than its assigned power. In 
that case, golden revenue is likely to follow good 
will. 
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Anchor to Windward 


Mayor Kaufmann again has appealed to the 
CIO and AFL to give the Toledo industrial peace 
plan a trial, “or at least exhaustive study.” So 
far labor has not shown much inclination to give 
the plan the benefit of either test. 

In shutting their ears to the proposal of a 
loeal mediation committee, both the AFL and 
CIO disregarded the advice of their colleagues 
in the two cities where Toledo-model mediation 
has had a test. Recently this newspaper printed 
a statement by a CIO spokesman in Louisville, 
who praised the exhaustive inquiries and fair 
decisions of a labor-fanagement-citizens com- 
mittee there. The efithusiasm of Toledo’s AFL 
anid CIO leaders toward the plan is well known. 

Only two real objections have been raised by 
local labor to the idea. The first was that the 
Federal Conciliation Service offered sufficient 
mediation service. The answer to that is the 
recent 150-day Granite City steel strike, and four 
months of the Monsanto strike which closed 
down two large plants in this area. Each strike 
was ended mainly through the efforts of a local 
mediator, after United States Conciliation failed. 

A later excuse was that St. Louis has a fine 
labor-management record and doesn't need strike 
prevention. Even if this were true, “Still it 
is always prudent,” as Mayor Kaufmann says, 
“to provide ‘an anchor to windward’ against the 
day when unfortunate conditions arise.” 

Neither logic nor self-interest supports the 
position of the AFL and CIO here. The public 
knows it, and is uneasy because of ft. If labor 
would heed Mayor Kayfmann, and offer whole- 
hearted co-operation in a trial of local strike pré- 
vention, labor would gain prestige in St. Louis. 
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St. Louis’s mum show has opened at Shaw's 
Garden, and a similar attraction is being pre- 
sented at Independence, Mo. this year under the 
auspices of Mr. H. S, Truman. 
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Freedom, Yugoslav Style 

The imprisonment of a Belgrade journalist on 
a charge of sending “false reports on the situa- 
tion in the eountry” is an act which discredits 
the fine promises of Premier Marshal Josip 
(“Tito”) Broz at Yalta to establish fundamental 
liberties in Yugoslavia. 

If the journalist cannot report the news with- 
out fear of imprisonment at the caprice of gov- 
ernment, it is idle to speak of political liberty. 
The case of Milovoje Naumovic, sentenced to six 
months at foréed labor because the Tito Govern- 
ment did not like what he wrote, would be enough 
by itself to discredit the “constitutional free- 
doms” claimed by Belgrade. Yugoslavia is a 
totalitarian country, which has punished Naumo- 
vie because he challefiged the total authority of 
the state. 

That isn’t a promise; it’s a fact. 
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The trouble with cotton futures appears to 
be that there is no future in them.

FUND-ADVANCE SYSTEM CITED 
FOR FLOOD CONTROL PROJECTS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
President Truman’s economy ceil- 
ing on flood control and rivers 
and harbors expenditures can be 
bypassed by states and cities will- 
ing to advance funds for their 
projects to the Federal Govern- 
ment, Director James E. Webb 
informed Secretary of War Pat- 
terson today. 

The Rivers and Harbors Act of 
1925 and the Flood Control Act of 
1940 put projects for which local 
Governments advance money be- 
yond the control of the ceiling or- 
der, Webb said. These acts pro- 
vide for repayment of the local 
advances without interest when 
Congress ‘appropriates funds for 
that purpose. 

Webb informed Patterson that 
local interests applying for initia- 
tion of their projects under the 
fund-advance system should be 
told plainly that the War Depart- 
ment cannot guarantee when 
funds for repayment will be ap- 
propriated. The flood control ceil- 
ing recently was raised from $95,- 
000,000 to $130,000,000 while the 
rivers and harbors ceiling was left 
intact at $90,000,00. The ceiling, 
however, applies only to expendi- 
ture of federal funds during this 
fiscal year, which ends next June 
30.

Hotels, Rooming Houses Af- 
fected—Possible Aid to De- 
control or Rent Hikes. 
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WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP)— 
Carrying out a congressional di- 
rective, OPA put more than 500,- : 
000 operators of hotels and room- 
ing houses on notice today that 
they must file new data with their 
local rental offices by the end of 
the year, 

These establishments will be 
classed separately as_ transient 
hotels, residential hotels, rooming 
houses or motor courts. Their 
separation from other rental units 
was viewed by Congressmen who 
supported the directive as a pos- 
sible means for more easily quali- 
fying them for rent increases or 
decontrol. 

Congressmen who sponsored this 
provision in the new law = noted 
that certaim segments might be 
able to qualify for increases or 
decontrol more easily than the 
group as a whole. The OPA an- 
nouncement gave no indication, 
however, as to whether any re- 
laxations are contemplated. 

Landlords renting only houses 
and apartments, under the OPA 
housing regulation, are not re- 
quired to file the additional regis- 
tration. 

The new form will show terms 
of occupancy by month, week or 
day; services and equipment pro- 
vided such as running’ hot and 
cold water, bellhop service, etc.; 
extra charges for these services, 
and total rooms available.

FLUORINE IN WATER 
CITED IN 100TH DECAY 


Official Tells Dentists There 


Can Be Too Little or Too 
Much of Element. 


It may be water—not candy— 
that sends so many children to 
the dentist. 

This was indicated today by Dr. 
H. Trendley Dean, dental director 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, in a talk which opened 


the sixth Mid-Continent Dental 
Congress at Hotel Jefferson. 

Water used by some cities con- 
tains fluorides, which are com- 
pounds of fluorine, an element of 
the chlorine family, with other 
elements. The right proportion of 
| fluorides in a water supply can 
do much to prevent tooth decay 
in children, Too much fluorina- 
tion is bad, leading to disfigure- 
ment of dental enamel, and too 
little seems to pave the way for 
ooth decay, The optimal amount 
seems to be about one part flu- 
oride in a million parts of water, 
Dr. Dean stated. 

Reporting on studies of 7257 
school children in 21 cities, he 
said children using water contain- 
ing about one part per million of 
fluorides experience only about 
one-third as much tooth decay as 
comparable groups using fluoride- 
free water. 


Children whose water supply 
contains more than 1.4 parts per 
million of fluorides averaged 2.4 
decayed, missing or filled teeth 
a child. In cities where the flu- 
oride ratio was only .5 to 9 of 
a part per million, the bad tooth 
average was 4.2, and in cities 
where the ratio was less than .5, 
bad teeth averaged 7.4 a child. 

(St. Louis water is low in nat- 
ural fluoride content, the ratio be- 
ing .3 of one part per million in 
both Mississippi and Missouri 
river water.) 

To determine whether mass pre- 
vention of tooth decay can be at- 
tained through chemical control, 
the fluoride-free water supplies 
of five cities in Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, New York and Ontario are 
being built up to a level of one 
part per million of fluorides in a 
long-range experiment.

NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP)—The 
Twentieth Century Fund reported 
yesterday that the General Elec- 
tric and We“.\inghouse companies 
“supply eight-tenths of the electric 
Jamp bulbs sold in this country 
and in turn are part of an inter- 
national cartel that exercises sub- 
stantial control over a major por- 
tion of the world’s output.” 

The report is part of a study, 
“Cartels in Action,” to be com- 


pleted soon. The Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund is an institute for sci- 
entific and economic research and 
education endowed by the late Ed- 
ward A. Filene of Boston. 

The study said that General] 
Electric “took over the basic Edi- 
son patent on the electric lamp” 
and has “maintained its dominant 
position through new patents and 
cross-licensing agreementg cover- 
ing improvements.” 

General Electric “now has two 
elasses of licensees, A and B,” the 
Fund's statement said. 

“Westinghouse is the only A 
Vicensee,” it continued. “The B 
licensees are Consolidated Elec- 
tric Lamp, Highgrade Sylvania 
(now Sylvania Electric), Chicago 
Miniature Lamp Works, Tung-Sol 
Lamp Works and Ken-Rad Tube 
and Lamp (recently absorbed by 
Westinghouse).” 

“In recent years,” says the re- 
port, “General Electric and West- 
inghouse together have produced 
about 80 per cent, by value, of all 
the large lamps sold.in the United 
States. General Electric alone has 
determined the prices at which 
these lamps are sold, both to first 
buyers and to ultimate consumers. 
With General Electric's B licen- 
sees, they have supplied about 90 
per cent.... The export business 
is almost exclusively in the hands 
of General Electric and Westing- 
house.” 

The report described an inter- 
mational cartel called “Phoebus” 
formed in 1924 as a Swiss corpora- 
tion and said it “had two acknow- 
ledged major ftmctions: exchange 
of patents and technical informa- 
tion and division of markets. 

Commenting on the report, a 
spokesman for Westinghouse de- 
nied that his company had any 
agreement to control manufacture 
and sales. 

“We have no agreement,” he 
gaid, “with General Electric or 
anyone else to control or restrict 
the manufacture or sale of lamps, 
and Westinghouse has never con- 
trolled or sought to control inter- 
mational lamp sales.” 

Officers of General Electric said 
they were not prepared to com-

Investors and business men now 
See more clearly that the new 
wage increases will force up costs 
just when the consumer won't be 
s0 willing to buy. And the decline 
in demand would result in a drop- 
off in production, prices, and em- 
ployment. That’s the shake-down 
—the 1947 recession—that has 
been mentioned here before. 
But it could conceivably go 
beyond a recession. Business 
men are apt to be more obdurate 
this time on wage boosts than 
they were six and nine months 
ago. They won‘t see their way 
clear to float the higher costs on 
an ever-rising sea of demand. 
Not only that, but they have 
been through a period in which 
all their calculations on costs 
have gone awry. Their estimates 
have been too low—because of 
strikes, shortages, and resultant 
low productivity per man hour, 
So there’s this worse possibility. 
If business men take the view that 
another round of big wage boosts 
will price them out of the market, 
and if labor leaders insist on high 
wage boosts, then a knockdown, 
érag-out struggle will result. The 


economy, already partially strike- 
ceilinged, will tailspin into a 
sharp, man-made depression. It’s

Even Though It's Late 


Let's Take a Look 
At Christmas Cards

about Christmas cards and as every smart 
shopping sleuth knows, those thick volumes 
of sample Yuletide greetings have been on dis- 
play since August, 
and it’s a little late 
to be talking about 
them now. Being 
the last-minute 
shopper type we 
seldom get around 
to ordering Christ- 
mas cards until the 
Monday after 
Thanksgiving, or 
Tie Mark-Up day, 
but this year we 
decided to give our- 
selves a bit more 
time. From the 
looks of things 
we'll probably need 
it. 

Not that the cards are any different this year. 
On the contrary, they’re just exactly the same. 
There are such typically “Christmas-y” motifs 
as pink elephants, cocktail glasses, and cigarettes 
burning in ash trays, There are such familiar 
figures as the fat little snowman and snow 
woman, the debonair pair silhouetted in black 
on a pale parsley background, the Indian family 
(“Heap big greeting from our tepee”) with little 
Indians of assorted sizes and shapes that may 
be selected from open stock, as it were, to match 
your family group. There are many old friends 
among the deathless prose, too. There is the 
dog with the “same old tale,” the parachuting 
—or skiing—couple who are “just dropping in 
to wish you a merry you-know-what,” the Cape 
Cod cottage extending the seasonal stuff “from 
our house to your house.” 


T HIS is not a very timely story because it is 
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THE FIRST STEP in card selecting is to make 
your way to the counter, glare at the monopolist 
who has both elbows firmly planted on six of 
the books, and with a deft movement extract 
one of the centrally located volumes in the 
stack, laughing gaily as she falls to the floor, 
“Oh, you weren't looking at this, were you?” This 
preliminary accomplished, you pull in four or five 
other nearby books, stack them up, put both 
elbows firmly on them, and wade in. 


The cards this year, as always, you will find, 
are divided into certain categories—the religious 
card, which is in the minority and apparently 
purchased only by Sunday school teachers for 
members of their classes; the sedate card which 
might be anything from a formation of ducks 
winging across the blue yonder to a Georgian 
doorway; the homey card of rosy cheeked 
country folk around the potbellied stove in a 
general store, or several adorable kiddies swing- 
ing from the ornamented limbs of a tree; and 
the strictly informal card with such light- 
hearted lines as “Noel? ‘Ell No,” and “Yule be 
sorry,” or such whimsy as in the case of one we 
saw which read, “A wee wish on a wee card.” 
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THEORETICALLY there’s nothing to this 
business of selecting the right card from among 
so many; it’s all a case of finding one to suit 
your personality. The catch is that it’s some- 
times deflating to admit that your personality is 
best suited by a cherub losing its diaper as it 
peers up the chimney for Santa, or seven sad 
sparrows picking in the snow for fruitcake 
crumbs. This problem of personality and depth 
of character, moreover, is one which must be 
met and faced frankly as soon as you are discov- 
ered by the salesgirl. 

In our case the dread moment comes when we 
have rejected the snow scene, the poinsettia, and 
the quaint old print proffered by the helpful 
girl and she inquires, reasonably enough, “Just 
what type of card did you have in mind?” At 
that point there is nothing to do but take a deep 
breath, look into space, end admit in as low a 
voice as possible, “Well, what I really wanted 
was a cute couples card.” 

Every salesgirl knows what a “cute couples 
card” is and this admission will save you hours 
of poring over additional Georgian doorways, 
snow scenes, and country stores, A “couples 
card” is restricted, as was the Ark, to twosomes. 
Two dogs, two cats, two moths flirting over an 
old fur coat, and regularly as punctuation marks, 
those two snowpeople with their carefree coal 
smiles, which you keep eliminating because after 
all, you used these frozen folk on your 1938, 1940 
and 1943 cards. 
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THE FINAL and most fearsome problem in 
selecting the couple’s card comes in trying to 
figure out what would best please the other, and 
absent, half of the couple. The tWo gazelles nib- 
bling a branch of holly are cute, but how would 
he feel about being impersonated by a gazelle? 
He was fairly firm about rejecting all dogs on 
future Christmas cards and probably wouldn't 
relent even for those two sweet little Scotties 
hanging their socks to a fire hydrant. There 
are the two olives in the empty cocktail glasses, 
good for friends but you could never send it to 
Aunt Minnie. Two horses in a stall—no, there 
you draw the line. Would he think angels too 
cute? There's a large stock of angels this year 
—angels adjusting crooked halos, angels affixing 
stockings to the edges of a pink fleecy cloud, 
angels tying mistletoe on the moon, hammering 
out stars in a celestial forge, and otherwise doing 
what comes supernaturally. For a minute you 
hesitate over the angels, then recall the year 
you brought home the card with six black 
angels eating watermelon in the sky, and turn 
the page. 
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ABOUT THIS TIME you begin having mad 
ideas and consider designing your own card, 
something with actual pictures of the two of you 
and the dog, only the dog won't hold still for 
a picture, and neither will its master very often, 
You think of a few bright topical ideas—two 
pickets wishing you a “Merry Christmas and 
Happy Solidarity;” a couple of balloons extend- 
ing “All the joys of an inflated season;” a pair 
of Atom bombs with the gay greeting, “Let’s 
make this last one the best.” ; 

Mournfully you reject all these happy thoughts, 
flip over a few more pages of ducks and does, 
wreaths and wraiths, and come to a sudden 
decision. 

“I think I'll take this cute little snowman and 
woman,” you tell the salesgirl. “After all, it’s 
been three years since we used them and snow- 
people are always good, don’t you think?”

The Crying Child 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE are children to whom 
Terying seems to come, easily. 

If they are tired, they cry; if 
they are hungry, they cry. They 
cry if they want something, cry- 
ing being easier for them than 
speech. And when these children 
go to school, they cry until the 
teacher in desperation sends them 
home. They stop crying when 
they get there and cry again if 
they think life a sad affair in 
which they come off second best. 

Such children should have a 
thorough physical examination by 
a physician who is skilled in deal- 
ing with children, If no defect, 
physical or mental is found, the 
crying must be trained away, 
That ia no easy task once’ the 
habit has been formed, First, tell 
the child he can cry, cry as much 
as he likes but he must do it by 
himeelf, in his own room, Other 
people cannot be distressed by his 
tears. When the audience for 
tears is removed, the tears seem to 
decrease in volume and duration.

GIVE THE CRYING CHILD 
nothing he cries for, He is likely 
to cry because he wants more 
candy, sees a toy he would like to 
have, wants to stay up beyond his 
bedtime, wants what somebody else 
has. His crying is a weapon he 
uses to force people to give way 
to him. Don't do it. Give him 
nothing he cries for. Don’t say, 
“Stop crying and I will give it to 
you,” because that is why he cries. 
His crying annoys you and for the 
sake of peace you give him what 
he wants. He stops immediately. 
But he will cry again the minute 
he wants something. 

Teach such ‘children that crying 
brings them nothing but isolation, 
disapproval, and no rewards. Be 
firm about this. When crying 
threatens to become hysterical 
screams or a tantrum, push the 


patient ahead of you in the bath- 
room and wash his face with copi- 
ous handfuls of cold water, Un- 
dress him and put him in bed to 
sleep it off. Cold water never 
hurts him. administered this way, 
in cool firm professional manner, 
without haste or anger.

AVOID SHOWING impatience 
or anger when a child behaves 
this way. If you do, he will feel 
he is gaining authority through 
his tears and howls and cries 
louder. Show him he cannot move 
you but you will move him to the 
quiet room to the shower, or the 
wash basin. A cool calm firm 
manner soon reaches his con- 
aciousness and tella him he Ia de. 
feated. Once that idea stirs in 
his mind he ceases to cry, 

It takes a little time and a bit 
of bother, to train a crying child 
to behave cheerfully and sturdily, 
but the time and energy is well 
spent and will be repaid in count- 
less happier ways.

HY not try pork liver when 
W you get ready to use the 

recipe appearing below? You 
won't have to make any apol- 
ogies for its flavor or its food 
value. It is three times as rich 
in iron as beef liver. And it 
usually sells for less money, but 
it can be prepared just as hand- 
somely and just as palatably as 
beef or calves liver. Pork liver 
slices are smaller and are a little 
more tedious to handle in remov- 
ing the skin from the rim of the 
slices and the tubes which run 
through the alices,. And it ia 
slightly more ténder than that of 
beef, But with patience, it can 
be prepared and cut into neat 
strips if the butcher cuts the liver 
uniformly thick, The strips must 
have the same _ thickness § all 
through to cook uniformly. Never 
start cooking the liver until you 
know the family is ready to eat 
the instant it is done. It cooks so 
quickly and once it is just barely 
cooked through to a point where 
it is no longer red in the center, 
it is at its juiciest best stage for 
serving. With a mushroom sauce, 
it's a dish fit for the king. 
Jullenned Liver With Mushroom 

Sauce. 

Have butcher slice one pound 
beef liver as uniformly as pos- 
sible, about three-fourths inch 
thick. Wipe liver with a damp 
cloth, remove skin and tubes care- 
fully with a sharp paring knife 
and a pair of kitchen shears be- 
ing careful to keep the liver 
slices as whole as possible and 
to avoid all possible waste. Cut 
the liver into strips one-half inch 
wide. Sprinkle with one teaspoon 
salt and pepper if desired and 
dredge in flour. Have three ta- 
blespoons shortening heated to 
sizzling hot but not smoking and 
lay in the liver carefully, cook 
from one to one and one-half min- 


utes on both sides. The liver 
should be light brown in color 
and cooked just to the point 


where it is no longer red in the 
center, When it is cooked any 
longer, it will not be juicy and 
delicious, Arrange quickly on hot 
platter. Pour prepared mush- 
rooms* and white sauce quickly 
into the drippings left from fry- 
ing the liver, stir thoroughly, then 
pour the sauce over the liver and

HRONITC arthritis or inflam- 
(" mation of the joints is a wide- 
spread, painful, and sometimes 
crippling disease. It is also some- 
thing of a mystery, for, though its 
effects are well-known, its exact 
cause has never been determined. 

As always, in such cases, treat- 
ment has been more or less on a 
trial-and-error basis, and doctors 
are continually on the lookout for 
new and better methods of reliev- 
ing their patients, with the result 
that arthritis has been treated 
with everything from gold salts to 
cobra venom, 

It is not surprising then, that 
during the last few years since 
vitamins have taken their place in 
the acientific limelight, they 
should have been tried for this 
disabling affliction.

IN A RECENT SURVEY of the 
subject, Dr, Cornelius H, Traeger 
of New York, declares that only 
one vitamin has been of value in 
treating arthritic patients, but 
that one is very beneficial. 

He says that vitamin A hag no 
place in the treatment of arthritis. 
Patients have been given large 
doses of it without any apprect- 
able effect on either the severity 
or the course of the disease. 

Vitamin B-complex also has 
been tried and & was found that 
none of the patients was benefited 
insofar as his arthritic symptoms 
were concerned by the use of this 
preparation, or any of the vita- 
mins which make up it, such as 
vitamin B-1, niacin, or riboflavin. 

The same thing seems to be true 
where vitamin C is concerned. 
This does not mean, however, that 
if a patient with arthritis is suf- 
fering from definite symptoms in- 
dicating a vitamin deficiency, the 
proper vitamin preparations 
should not be taken under the di- 
rections, of the physician. 
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DR. TRAEGER has found that 
large doses of vitamin D, called 
electrically - activated vaporized 
sterol, have proved most helpful 
in the treatment of arthritis, He 
has not only given the prepara- 
tion by mouth, but also by injec- 
tion into a muscle, With the latter 
form ef treatment no reactions oc- 
curred, such as headache or 
stomach upsets. At present, he is 
using both forms of treatment to- 
gether, and finds that this is safe 


and causes no upsetting reaction. 


As a result of the treatment of 


over 500 patients with chronic 


arthritis, over a period of eight 
years, he has come to the conclu- 
sion that vitamin D in the form 
mentioned is beneficial. Should 
any slight upsets occur as a result 
of its use, these may be relieved 
by reducing the dose or discon- 
tinuing the treatment for a time. 

Thus it would seem that, of all 
the vitamins, the only one which 
appears to have any definite effect 
on arthritis is vitamin D, or elec- 
trically-activated vaporized sterol. 
The other vitamins can only be ex- 
pected to help if the patient has 
definite evidences of vitamin defi- 
ciency.

He's Al Jolson in New Pictu 


Larry Parks Is

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 4. 
Wim Columbia’s picture, 


“The Jolson Story,” is re- 
leased generally, there will 
be plenty of cash customers at the 
box-office to prophesy that the 
young man who plays the role of 
Joly in his halcyon days is merely 
a quick-change artist who man- 
ages to imitate the entertainer 
better than most have done. 

But Larry Parks, a young actor 
of whom you may never have 
heard, didn’t merely imitate Jol- 
son. He left the imitations to 
such guys as Eddie Cantor and 
Georgie Jessel and the other hun- 
dreds of lesser-known profes- 
sional and amateur comedians 
and night club entertainers who 
sprinkle their acts with “impres- 


sions.” Parks, in fact, is prob- 
ably the only living male actor 
around these parts who hasn't 


thought, at one time or another, 
that he could play the role of Al 
Jolson better than Jolson could 
play it. When he was asked to 
test for the role, long before the 
picture got under way, Parks 
naively replied that he didn’t 
think he was the type 

The story is that Parks went to 
the fights and other sports events 
with Jolson, that he wag in his 
company wherever and whenever 
he could be, even following him 
to Palm Springs when Joly was 
tired to death of his “life” and 
fled Hollywood to get away from 
it all. 

Once he got enthusiastic about 
the role, Parks wouldn't let Jol- 
son alone until he was sure he 
had the role in the bag. But 
Parks, by his own statement, 
wasn't trying to “imitate” any- 
body. What the kid wanted was 
the beat, the tempo, the swing, 
that Joly has that makes audience 
pulsebeats synchronize with his 
Own. 

Jolson, himself was one of those 
who knew Larry Parks wasn't 
trying to imitate him, and did 
many things to show his appre- 
ciation. He was often on the set 
to keep the ball rolling, singing 
songs, making with what Variety 
calls the yuk-yuk, or laughs. But 
when Larry was to do his num- 
bers, Al always removed himself. 

There is a story about how Joly, 
very early in the picture, tried to 
show Parks how to do a Jolson 
number. 

“You jump around too much, 
kid,” he told Larry. “Watch me. 
I'll show you.”

They were in Parks’ dressing 
room when Joly showed him. Jol- 
son began his number in imita- 
tlon of Jolson by overturning a 
table and a few chairs, and ended 
up by practically pulling the chan- 
dellers out by their roots. 

“See,” said Jolson, “never moved 
a muscle.” 

But after showing Parks once 
how to be Jolson, Jolson never 
tried again. And what Parks did 
to the role should have satisfied 
even as exacting a judga as Jol 
son that the younger man knew 
what he was about. Parks did 
something beyond imitation, for 
Parks was Jolson. 


Larry Parks first tested for 
Columbia i 1941 for a picture 
called “Secret Ship.” The studio 


was testing a veteran actor named 
Barry Fitzgerald for another role 
at the same time, and they tested 
the two together, Parks was hired 
but Fitzgerald didn’t get his role, 


through a sieve with their syrup. which was played by an actor 
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Hailed as Real Comer as Result of His Performance 
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THE OLD MAMMY SINGER

named Edward Everett Horton. 
With a beginning like that, Parks 
probably should have shot im- 
mediately to the top. He didn’t 
—and the wait may have done 
him more good than he is capable 
of wppreciating yet. ‘ 

People who never heard of 
Larry Parks will be talking about 
him after they see “The Jolson 
Btory.” One of those Cinderella 


yarns indigenous to Hollywood. will 
probably circulate about him after 
awhile, as it has about most of 
the others who have made the 
grade—how he was born for this 
role, and every event in his life 
led him closer to it, but that, after 
he had been picked for it by the 
greatest fluke in the world, he 
nearly failed completely in it be- 
fore — presto! — something hap- 
pened and he made an unexpected 
hit. 

You can discount most of that 
story when you read it, because 
it never happened. Between 1941 
and 1046, Larry Parks made more 
than 30 pictures. He played all 
the roles of the town owns, fun- 
lovin’ kids, gun-totin’ cowpokes, 
gang addicts, and problem-proof 
sleuths, everything of the picture 
catalogue. 


“It seems now as if I made 


60 or 70 pictures,” he says, “al- 
though I feel that probably is an 
exaggeration.
